- Carter said publicly that the U.S.

Palestinian question In all its 
aspects and ensure Israel's securi- 
ty- 

The president said the 
Palestinians must have "a voice In 
determining their own future," 
while Hussein spoke more bluntly 
of Palestinian “self- 
determination.’’ 

Hussein, while not mentioning 
Israel , by name, called attention In 
his remarks to the need to achieve 
security “for all, all there now, In 
the near future and In the future In 
the' broadest sense." Both men 
described their sessions as “fruit- 
ful.- 

At a state dinner on Tuesday 
evening. Carter said that any com- 
prehensive settlement would have 
to achieve the “full rights" of the 
Palestinians — the first time that 
he had used that phrase. The Camp 
David documents speak of 
"legitimate rights" and "full 
autonomy.'* U.S. officials main- 
tained that the president's new for- 
mulation did not represent any 
change in policy. Briefly ad- 
dressing reporters yesterday, 
Carter and Hussein seemed much

Syria's relations with Iraq have 
been strained, and it has been 
demonstrating Its unhappiness with 
Jordan’s apparent switch over the 
possibility of joining a Western- 
inspired political settlement for the 
Middle East conflict. 

The Syrians have lately been 
reported trying to persuade the 
Kremlin to give them the Mlg-25 
and Mlgv27 fighter jets to cope with 
American-made JMO.and F-J6 that 
account for Israel's air supremacy 
in the Middle East. • - - 

The bulk of Syria's 889-plane air 
force is made up of MIg-21 jets that 
proved a poor match for the F-15 in 
air battles Syria and Israel fought 
over Lebanon last year.

Squatters’ petition in court today

A High Court of Justice session is 
scheduled this morning to hear the 
case of 38 slum-quarter families 
who 12 days ago set up the tent city 
of Ohel Moreh in southern 
Jerusalem. 

They are asking the government 
to show cause why they should not 
be permitted to stay an the land 
they have appropriated for their 
“settlement.'' 

The High Court issued an injunc- 
tion yesterday evening to bar any 
police action against the “settlers," 
pending a hearing of the petition. 

The squatters went to the High 
Court because, they said, Prime 


Minister Menahem Begin 'a deci- 
sion to hand their matter over to 
Housing Minister David Levy 
meant that they would not get the 
land they are asking for to build 
their own homes. 

The demonstrators, who were 
organized by the Ohel self-help 
slum quarter organization, decided 
onTuesday night to reject previous 
agreements made with the govern- 
ment for individual* housing 
solutions for each of the 88 families. 
Instead, they returned to their 
original demand that land be 
allocated to them under a standard 
Housing Ministry programme call- 
ed “Build Your Own Home," which 
offers 1850,000 loans. 


EEC mission won’t be welcome

Israel will not receive the propos- 
ed European Economic Community 
"fact-finding mission" if its brief is 
based on the EEC's Venice state- 
ment of last Friday. This was clear- 
ly implied by Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir in a radio Interview 
«nfl Knesset sta tement yesterday. 

A ranking EEC diplomat observ- 
ed privately this week that an 
Israeli refusal to receive the mb- 
sics mlght-fieQ have tJtverBbTspcr* 
missions oq the economic relations 
between Israel and the co mmun ity. 

All the seven EEC ambassadors 
stationed here are to meet, 
separately, with Foreign Ministry 
Director-General Yosef 
Ciechanover .today. They will be 
seeking to ascertain from him 
Israel's position an the proposed 
mission before the EEC actually 
goes ahead and announces ap- 
pointments. 

■ . The EEC's intention, according 
to informed sources, is to name 
Luxembourg's foreign minister, 
Gaston Thorn, as bead of the mis- 
sion. to be assisted by a Dutchman 


nnri an Italian. 

* Luxembourg will take over the 
(rotating) presidency of the EEC 
on July l and the mission’s work is 
apparently planned to begin in the 
first half of July. It would be ex- 
pected to carry through into the 
autumn, thereby fulfilling one main 
aim of the Europeans in Middle 
East diplomacy: filling in the time 
until the American elections. 

There was no full-fledged discus- 
sion at the cabinet on Sunday of 
larad'a stand towards thz prypeczd 
mission, though a number of hard- 
line ministers urged that, it be 
boycotted. 

* But Foreign Minister Shamir, 
asked about this in a radio inter- 
view yesterday, referred the 
questioner to a statement be had 
made in the Knesset earlier: <‘We 
shall not conduct any negotiation on 
the basis of the Venice document" 
(Story — Page 2) 

It had not been clear from the 
context of the Knesset remark 
whether Shamir was thinking of 
negotiations with an EEC mission, 
but his response to the radio 
questioner clearly indicated he was. 


A well-placed Israeli source con- 
firmed last night that this was in- 
deed Shamir’s implication. The 
source said Israel would 
presumably be prepared to 
cooperate with the EEC mission if 
its terms of reference were wider 
(or more vague) than the Venice 
declaration. 

This, on the face of it, could be 
problematic, however, for the 
Europeans, because the Venice 
document specifies that the “objec- 
tive" of the proposed mission is “to 
ascertain the position of the various 
parties with respect to the prin- 
ciples set out in this declaration." 

At today's - meetings in the 
Foreign Ministry, Ctechanover will 
formally convey to the envoys the 
cabinet reaction ("A Munich-like 
surrender to tyrannical extortion") 
to the Venice declaration. The 
director-general will elaborate on 
why Israel feels the declaration un- 
dercuts Camp David and en- 
courages Arab lnatransigence. The 
envoys, for their part, will explain 
why their governments feel it does 
not. 


Police feeling criticism for failure 
to resolve Yarden kidnapping case

TEL AVIV. — Police are growing 
increasingly sensitive to charges of 
lack of progress in the Oron Yarden 
kidnapping case. 

At a three-hour meeting of the 
police high command yesterday at 
the search headquarters at the 
Mesubim police station, some of- 
ficers reportedly expressed con- 
cern that if the case la not conclud- 
ed quickly, the press may publish 
details so far kept secret which 
could indicate alleged short- 
comings in police performance In 
the case. 


It has also been learned that, 
once the case is resolved, several 
Knesset members Intend to de- 
mand an investigation of police 
procedures. . 

Oron Yarden, 8, was kidnapped 
near Ida home in Savyon 12 days 
ago. Police followed his father 
when he dropped off a 18200,000 ran- 
som a few nights later, but the kid- 
napper managed to scoop up the 
money , and elude capture. 

Since then there has been no 
trace of the boy. Police have taken 
a number of suspects into custody 
for questioning, but despite claims 
that they are close to cracking the 


case, there has been little evidence 
to support this. 

Yesterday morning the main 
suspect in the affair was ordered 
held by Tel Aviv Magistrates Court, 
and police representative Sgan- 
Nltzav Yoram Vlner claimed that 
the investigators must check the 
suspect’s alibi and the testimony of 
four others who have indicated the 
suspect's involvement in the kid- 
napping. 

The suspect’s attorney, Arye 
Sharabi, claimed that his client was 
innocent, and had turned MmSelf in 
to the police voluntarily when he

Cape Town crackdown— 42 dead in riots 


CAPE TOWN (UPI). — 
Homeowners and heavily armed 
police fought' to prevent rioters 
from damaging more property 
yesterday in rapidly rising violence 
that has reportedly left 42 dead and 
scores of wounded in this city’s 
coloured (mixed-race) .townships. 

Local newspapers said the situa- 
tion was very confused, but the toll 
from two days of rioting could toe as 
high as 60 persons killed. 

. They said jittery householders 
firing pistols from the windows of 
their homes to chase away mobs 


appeared to be causing some of the 
deaths. 

Heavily armed police who were 
ordered to kill looters and arsonists 
prowled the uneasy streets of the 
coloured townships. 

The violence erupted anew dur- 
ing the morning with youths stoning 
cars and shops in two of the five 
troubled townships. Police dispers- 
ed the demonstrators with tearg&s 
and gunfire, but not before at least 
two stores went up in flames. The 
authorities rushed two planeloads 
of para- military police from other 


regions into Cape Town. 

Police Commissioner Gen. Mike 
Geldenhuys said men entering the 
area had orders “to shoot to kill any 
person found looting, committing 
arson or endangering the lives erf 
members of the police force or 
public.” 

The Cape Town rioting exploded 
when police opened fire on a 
coloured demonstration held in' 
defiance of a government ban on 
gatherings to com mam orate toe 
1976 Soweto riots by blacks, which 
caused more than 600 deaths. 


Cabinet sweats 
out marathon 
budget debate 


The settlers want to stay together 
to build a cooperative settlement.

A marathon cabinet meeting 
which began at 5 p.m. yester- 
day failed to reach a decision on 
a defence budget cat by late last 
night and was still going on at 
press time. Opposition between 
Defence and Treasury officials 
remained as vehement as ever. 

The cabinet, in its capacity as 
Ministerial Defence Committee, 
was discussing toe recommenda- 
tion by Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon's panel, that ISl.Sb. be 
slashed from the defence budget. 
Such a cut would be 7 per- cent In 
real terms. 

At the start of the meeting, 
Sharon brought up the specific cuts 
his committee was recommending, 
and the Chlef-of-Staff, Bav-Aluf 
Rafael Eitan. reviewed his 
arguments against them, stressing 
the need to maintain toe army's 
level of operations. 

At that point, all ministry of- 
ficials, including dlrectors-general, 
were asked to leave. Aside from the 
ministers, only Eitan was per- 
mitted to remain. Reports on the 
content of discussion in the 
Ministerial Defence Committee are 
banned for security reasons. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
last night took half an hour off to 
appear on Israel TV's Moked 
programme. 

He refused to disclose any details 
of the discussion in the cabinet, but 
said that he had not proposed any 


compromise between his own de- 
mand for a ISl.Sb. cut in defence 
outlays and toe IS400m. which the 
defence establishment considered 
tolerable. 

Hurvitz stressed that any expen-' 
diture not matched by revenue 
drives up Inflation, but would not 
commit himself to any definite 
statement on whether toe proposed 
cuts would slow down Inflation and 
by how much. 

In answer to a question on how 
much unemployment the proposed 
cuts would cause, Hurvitz was non- 
committal. but expressed his con- 
fidence that even if toe numbers 
were large, the workers laid off 
would quickly be re-absorbed in the 
factories that would have to switch 
to exports. 

When asked whether the cut in 
toe defence budget would also 
affect the allocations for the 
settlements beyond the Green Line, 
Hurvitz said that the present 
government was elected to abolish 
the Green Line (pre-1967 border). 
He, personally, had hoped to build 
five or six large towns in Judea and 
Samaria, as suggestecd by ex- 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman, 
but he regretted that the govern- 
ment will not be able to live up to 
this election commitment. 

Nevertheless, he admitted that — 
to his regret — the allocation for ac- 
tivities beyond the Green Line was 
“merely" 1.5 per cent of the budget 
— that is to say, some IS 800m. — 
and indicated that there would be 
no cut in these expenditures. 


Chief of Staff seeks 
Hurvitz resignation

In toe only previous European 
group six match, Israel drew 0-0 at 
home with Northern Ireland. Their 
next game Is a home match against 
Sweden on November 12. 

Sweden, dominant for moat of toe 
match, took the lead through a 
1 spectacular volley fr om 12 metres ' 
.by midfielder Sten-Ove Ram berg. 

Romberg's goal came in toe 36th 
minute after a pass from Mats 
Holmgren, goalkeeper Yosef 
Mizrahi did not even react as toe 
ball flew into the net.

Study foresees split between Israel, U.S.

LONDON. — The International Institute for 
Strategic Studies yesterday predicted that 
Israel's “rigidity over toe Palestinian question 
would. sooner or later lead to. open disagree- 
ment with America." 

Presenting the independent institute’s an- 
nual review to a press conference here yester- 
day, director Christopher Bertram also said 
that Israel's mishandling of the Bassam Shak'a 
affair, when orders to expel him were rescind- 
ed under heavy international pressure, was 
seen by Palestinians as "a considerable 
political victory and evidence of Israel'sgrow- 
fng weakness." ■ 

This hl-concelved move by toe Begin govern- 
ment “contributed to toe unity, however tem- 
porary, of toe Palestinian population azwell as 
helping the cause of the PLO." 

The success of Egypt's peace efforts and its 
ability to withstand Arab opposition, the In- 
stitute says, continue to. rest “on Its ability to 
cope effectively, with the changing domestic 
scene.” . 


Last year, the institute's survey states, 
Egypt's pressing economic problems and thei r 
social consequences led to a deterioration of 
toe domestic political situation. As a result, the 
so-called liberalization policies of the previous 
three years.— “in any case more cosmetic than 
substantial" — were discarded if not reversed. 

There was a tightening of internal security 
and a move towards greater autocracy in 
decision-making and policy formulation. “But 
in the light of dynamic domestic 
developments,*’ toe Institute warns, “it was 
not clear that these measures would In the long f 
run be sufficient.’* 

Thus although toe response of most Egyp- 
tians to President Anwar Sadat's peace policy 
wqs one of welcome relief, “opposition to tha 
policy continued.’* This came in particular 
from “formerly dormant popular religlo- 
political movements," notably the M o sle m 
Brotherhood. 

But a more immediate cause for concern was 
toe potential disaffection among army officers 
who. “affected by Inflation, observed civilians 
enriching themselves In quick-return enter- 
prises under toe new economic policy and also 


viewed with great suspicion the better pay and 
conditions and the sophisticated weaponry of 
the police forces." 

Turning to toe wider international scene, toe 
Institute warns of “growing trends adverse to. 
international stability.*’ The fall of toe shah In 
Iran and the Soviet Invasion of Afghanistan un- 
derlined the growing link between traditional 
' East-West security Issues and those created by 
uncertainty and instability In the developing 
world. 

"The industrialized world’s dependence on 
secure oil supplies has turned. threats to the 
stability of toe Persian Gulf Into threats to in- 
ternational security as a whole." 

The survey concludes that both Moscow and 
Washington appear to have concluded that 
"detente between them amounts to little.” The 
survey also analyses the growth of Soviet 
military power, but predicts that Soviet 
strategic prospects in the latter part of this 
decade are "less promising." 

.As for America, “it is no' longer willing to 
provide leadership and even when the will is 
there, no longer able to. command the Im- 
mediate respect of its allies."

Shamir blasts EEC 
for ‘one-sided’ view

Foreign Minister Moshe Shamir 
yesterday lambasted as “blatantly 
one-sided” the Middle East resolu- 
tion adopted In Venice last Friday 
by the nine leaders of the European 
Economic Community. 

Replying in the Knesset to nine 
motions for the agenda on the 
Venice resolution, Shamir said that 
there might well he statesmen for 
whom Israel’s survival did not 
matter, but for Israel nothing was 
more important than this. 

Shamir said that Israel would 
welcome Europe’s Interest In Mid- 
dle East peace, if Europe en- 
couraged the peace process and 
moderate elements In the Arab 
world. But at Venice it had seen fit 
to encourage precisely the ex- 
tremist elements, he said. 

The principle of sejf- 
determlnatton was generally 
accepted in the world, Shamir said, 
but it could not be applied 
dogmatically and divorced from 
reality. If it were, it would mean 
fragmentation of many states, in- 
cluding some in Europe. 

Shamir' said that Israel had 
agreed at Camp David that the 
Palestinian Arabs living In Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza might par- 
ticipate In the determination of 
their future. But they had not been

Senate defeats move to cut 
$150m. from Israel aid

WASHINGTON. — Israel’s settle- 
ment policies came under sharp 
criticism on the Senate floor on 
Tuesday evening, but an 
overwhelming majority of 
members opposed cutting fl50m. in 
aid to Israel. 

Sen. Adlai Stevenson, Jr. CD-Ill.), 
retiring from the Senate this year, 
introduced an amendment to the 
pending foreign aid bill to cut 
2150m. from the more than 22b. 
proposed tor Israel- 

Stevenson, who has become In- 
creasingly anti-Israel In recent 
years, said the 2150m. represented 
a conservative estimate of Israeli 
spending on new and existing 
settlements. 

The effort was rejected by an 85 
to 7 vote, the majority going along 
with the views of Sen. Frank 
Church (D-Idaho), chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

“I do not endorse the settlements 
policy of the Begin government, 4 * 
Church said. “I also acknowledge 
there is a debate in Israel itself with 
respect to that policy. Pass this 
amendment and you will get a 
greater degree of intransigence by 
the Israells-than ever before. Don’t 
put a gua£q the head of the Israeli 
prime minister." 

The entire worldwide foreign aid 
package was later approved by a 59 
to 81 vofel 


Earlier in the day, the Senate un- 
animously approved an amend- 
ment by Sen. Richard Stone CD* 
Fla.) inning on President Jimmy 
Carter to revoke the export licences 
of U.S.-made engines for Iraqi 
frigates, being built by Italy. 

Stone said the licences had been 
issued without notifying Congress. 
He said this was forbidden because 
there is a law which prohibits the* 
sale of "militarily significant ex- 
ports to countries supporting” 
terrorism. 

This, he said, applies to Iraq. 

The Stone amendment must now 
be considered by a Joint House- 
Senate committee which will have- 
to reconcile differences between

Meanwhile, several key senators.

Sharp labour dispute over 
wages, taxes on study funds

TEL AVIV. — Labour relations 
remained in turmoil yesterday as 
the government and the Histadrut 
disagreed sharply over wage in- 
creases In the public sector and tax- 
ation of funds for advanced studies. 

Formal negotiations over a wage 
agreement In the public sector will 
begin only today, but the two chief 
negotiators conferred fn Jerusalem 
yesterday. Following their 
meeting, both Civil Service com- 
missioner Elian Jacobson and the 
chairman of the Histadrut Trade 
Union Department, Israel Kessar, 
sounded pessimistic about the 
prospects for an early agreement. 

I Kessar was bound by the central 
committee's decision to demand an 
immediate 8 per cent increase in 
basic wages retroactive to April 1 
and to negotiate an additional raise 
after October 1 . The two increases 
should protect the real value of 
workers' pay for 1980/81, the 
Histadrut maintained. 

Meanwhile, representatives of 
more than 250,000 engineers, jour- 
nalists, technicians, nurses, and 
other professionals threatened to 
strike over taxation of their funds 
for advanced studies. 

The strike will be held once the 
government implements its plan to 
tax, at source, payments to fund 
members who use that money to go 


abroad, said Mordechai Gani, the 
secretary general of the Union of 
Graduates in Humanities and 
Social Sciences. 

The government plans to tax the 
employers’ contribution to the 
study fund if members use the 
money less than six years after 
joining the fond or drawing from it. 
The tax money will be returned 
after the fund-member proves his 
study trip was genuine, Jacobfon 
said. 

Heads of the 11 unions which 
threatened the strike pointed out 
that senior Finance Ministry of- 
ficials are members of the com- 
mittees which must approve each 
study plan before the fond member 
gets the money to go abroad. The 
Treasury representatives are en- 
titled to veto the plan. 

Moreover, within a month of his 
return, each member must submit 
a detailed report to justify his trip 
and his expenses. Unless the com- 
mittees approve the report — the 
member will be required to pay in- 
come tax. 

Gani said that if the Treasury 
does not trust its representatives in 
the funds committees, it could send 
income tax officials there too. But 
the committees should not be put in 
a position where despite their ap- 
proval of the plans, members will 
have to argue with income tax of- 
ficials to get their money back. 


‘Prisoner’ pensions

Pensions for Prisoners of Zion 
paid by the National Insurance 
Institute will be covered in future 
by the Treasury instead of the 
Jewish Agency. 

The Knesset Labour Committee,

The number of Prisoners of Zion 
is 1,448.-' They include 741 invalids 
and 37 dependents who get pen- 
sions. A certain number get grants 
based on the number of .years spent 
In confinement or In exile.

TEL MOND. — President Yitzhak Navon 
suggested that an informational programme 
among thousands of Arab security prisoners 
-would be beneficial “because the only Jews 
they meet are their guards and fellow 
prisoner^ who are murderers, drug addicts, - 
prostitutes and thieves.” 

Near the end of a two-day tour of five of the 
Country's penal institutions, Navon told top 
Prison .Service officers that the problem is get- 
ting more serious "every month and year that 
passes.” 

The president said he would himself study 
the problem with the authorities, and asked 
Prison Service Director Gundar Halm Levy to 
Investigate It as well. 

Navon was unwilling to give details about his 
ideas when he spoke with reporters La the office 
of Tel Mond governor Menashe Shterzer, ex- 
cept that the prisoners jailed for terrorist acts 
could be taught about Israel through written or . 
oral material. 

Whatever the final results of the autonomy 
negotiations, Navon added, “It is clear, that at 


some stage these prisoners are going to com- 
prise a human reservoir hostile to Israel. 
Should we let time pass 'withouE trying to In- 
fluence them?” 

' Mixing freely with many of the 280 Jewish' 
teenagers and young adults in this facility. 
Navon heard no complaints about overcrow- 
ding. nor had prisoners in Neve Tlrza (for wo- . 
mm). Ramie (prison and detention centre) 
and Ma'asiyaini raised the issue. ' 

While conceding that society had a large 
share In their problems, Navon noted that an Il- 
literate’s son once served as inspector-general 
, o* Israel Police, and a man who went without 
decent shoes as a child was chief of staff of the 
Israel Defence Forcea. 

“But you aren't children. You mustn’t be 
broken ... I know that a man can do anything if 
he really wants to.” 

Hearing repeated complaints from prisoners 
about the difficulty of ex-convicts getting jobs, 
Navon said that once a prisoner has paid -his 
dues he must be given a chance. 

“ Works committees should hold parties for 
former prisoners who are hired, welcome them 
and explain openly what they did and that they 


have changed. That would put an end to the 
whispering and gossip about ex-convicts,” he 
said. 

The president said that resources devoted to 
rehabilitation of prisoners In the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs are “ridiculous" — 
only IS800.000 this year — while upkeep of each 
prisoner In Israel coots 1328,000 annually. 

Setting -up a rehabilitation network of 
professionals and volunteers to fh*d work and 
give ex-convicts backing would not cost enor- 
mous sums, he said. 

At Neve Tlrza near Ramie. Navon — accom- 
panied by Ms wife Ofira, a psychologist - was 
shaken when he talked to an 18-year-oia 
woman, who was sentenced to six months in 
Jail tor lying about being religious In order to 
evade the draft. 

The woman, sobbing, said she was from a

‘Soap’ creator bubbles over 
with frothy ideas for TV

“‘Soap,*** says Susan Harris, the 
creator of the American TV com- 
edy series, “la not a parody of any 
particular soap opera, or even of 
the abstract principle of a soap 
opera. It only resembles a soap 
opera because it's a serial about the 
same characters.'* 

In Israel for a five-day holiday, 
Harris was delighted to learn 
yesterday that her series is a hit in 
Israel and that Israelis also enjoy 
Its spin-off, “Benson,” on Jorda- 
nian television. 

Harris describes herself as a wife 
and mother of one chUd, who has 
worked for nine years In television, 
beginning with "All In the Family” 
and “Maude.” 

"Always in comedies,” she says. 
When she went to the network with 
the idea^of “Soap.” they liked It, 
and told her to go ahead and write a 
pilot. They loved this, but thought it 
rather outlandish. Still, they said, it 


was too good not to shoot. When it 
was completed, they still thought It 
rather zany, but too good not to put 
on the air. 

“Soap.” in its fourth year, is now 
shown in some 30 countries. She ad- 
mits that she would like to get off it 
now, and to start something new. 

“One gets stole," she says. “It’s 
hard to go on writing about the 
same people, for the same people, 
year after year.’* 

Asked if she ‘tries to sneak her 
own prejudices Into the show, she 
says she does, but says the network 
is vigilant in case of libel actions. 

She sums up: "The one thing 
that’s different about ‘Soap* Is -that 
one can be completely crazy one 
week, and have ordinary comedy 
the next. There are no rules. In- 
cidentally, the audiences you hear 
laughing are genuine; sometimes 
they laugh too loud for people to 
hear the next lines, but there’s 
nothing that can be done about 
this.” 


Teacher cleared of charge 
he revealed exam contents 


An Education Ministry .in- 
vestigating committee yesterday 
cleared a teacher of a charge of 
supplying his pupils with a bagrut 
examination’s questions and 
answers before they sat for the* 
exam on Sunday. 

Moshe Levi, a teacher in 
Jerusalem's Netiv Meir yeshlva 
high school, was accused by several 
of his pupils of providing them with 
information about a Hebrew gram- 
mar exam an hour before they sat 
for it. 

The ministry committee, headed 
by Jerusalem district inspector 
Avraham Green, concluded that 
Levi, who has been a teacher at

LeVi told the ministry committee 
that he had briefed his pupils about 
the impending exam “on the basis 
of previous years’ exams.” 

The committee reprimanded 
Levi for his action, and Koetiner in- 
timated last night that the school in- 
tended to bring up the matter of 
Levi’s continued employment 
before the opening of the next 
school year. 


University tuition set at IS2,4l2

Most university students next 
year will pay 132,412 tuition, accor- 
ding to an agreement signed yester- 
day between government, univer- 
sities' and students’ represen- 
tatives. The agreement allows the 
universities to charge 132,857 to 
students whose tuition la subsidized 
in part or in whole by their 
employers. 


The' agreed fees are in line with 
the Navon Committee guidelines, 
which three years ago linked un- 
iversity fees for five years to the 
mean between the rise in the cost- 
of-living index and the payment of 
cost-of-living increases. 

This year regular students paid 
IS 1,140 and subsidized students 
were charged 131,350. About '80 per 
cent of the country's students pay 
their own way. 


IPO offers ‘mini-festival’ in July

TEL AVIV. — Three world renown- 
ed musicians wilF star in the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra's summer 
season, which will take on the air of 
a mini-festival to fill the gap 
created by the cancellation of this 
year's Israel Festival, IPO musical 
director Zubin Mehta said yester- 
day. 

The guest musicians are soprano 
Leontyne Price, violinist Nathan 
MUstein, and violinist Isaac Stern. 

Beginning in the first week of Ju- 
ly, the mini-festival will include 
five concerts and last u ntil August,” 
when the IPO will leave for a tour of 
South America, Mehta said. 

Mehta, who has been serving in 
his .position for the past 12 years, 
explained that he would spend less 


time than usual with the IPO this 
year and next, due to his passion for 
Wagnerian music . He could not 
resist the temptation to conduct 
Wagner in Florence and Vienna 
during this time, he said. 

*'It would be ideaJ to play 
~ Wagnerian opera in Caesarea, I 
hope one day it will be possible,” be 
sighed. Wagner’s music has been 
avoided in Israel because it is 
associated in the minds of many 
Holocaust survivors- with the Nazi 
regime. 

Mehta also expressed regret at 
the cancellation of the IPO’b annual 
outdoor performance in Tel Aviv's 
Klkar Malchei Tisrael, adding that 
the IPO was willing to perform 
free, but that the municipality 
decided it was better to cancel the 
performance. 


Bonn offers Saudi Arabia 
military training facilities 


BONN (Reuter). — West Germany 
has offered to provide training 
areas on its territory for Saudi 
Arabia's expanding armed forces, 
a Defence Ministry spokesmanaaid 
yesterday. 

The offer was made during t«n«n . 
on Tuesday between Defence 
Minister Hans Apel and his Saudi 
counterpart. Prince Sultan Dm Ab- 
dulaziz, who is accompanying Bing 
Khalid oh a four-day state visit to 
Bonin 

“The minister explained our 
readiness to assist the Saudi armed 
forces by' providing them with 
training places here in the Federal 
Republic," the spokesman said. 

But be ruled out the possibility of 
West Germany military advisers 
being sent to Saudi Arabia, saying 
that Britain was already under- 


taking considerable training work 
there. 

King Khalid had an hour-long 
meeting with Foreign Minister 
Hans Dietrich Genscher yesterday 
during which Western Europe's 
Middle East policy, the Afghan 
crisis and security topics were dis- 
cussed. 

The Saudi finance and Industry 
ministers met West German 
Economics Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff yesterday for tniiny ex- 
pected to centre on oil and trade. 

Saudi Arabia Is Bonn's main oil 
source, supplying 24 per cent of 
West German imports since April, 
compared with 17 per cent during 
the same period last year. Trade 
between the two countries 
amounted to over $5 billion last 
year. 


Labour could consider 
‘third man’ to lead

TEL AVIV. — According to persis- 
tent rumours in Labour, a group of 
prominent party members are 
proposing that neither Shimon 
Peres nor Yitzhak Rabin lead the 
party in the' next Knesset elections. 

Instead, the group proposes that 
a third man become Labour’s can- 
didate for the premiership, and the 
name mentioned most frequently is 
former justice minister Halm 
Zadok. 

Zadok, however, told The 
Jerusalem Poet last night that he 
-^‘personally has no knowledge 
whatever of any such moves. I don’t 
know if anything is being done In 
that direction, and if it is, it is cer- 
tainly not done in conjunction with 
-me." 

Zadok has so far managed to stay 
out of the Peres-Rabln fray and is 
not identified with either group. In 
the Labour central committee ses- 
sion prior to the last showdown 


between Peres and the late Ytgal 

Allon. Zadok significantly abstaln- 
' cd. a move that In the ensuing 
months gave rise to speculation in 
the party that veteran members of 
the “historic" Mapai are trying to 
revive their faction and put a man 
of their own at the helm. 

Sourcea close to Perea officially 
pour cold water on the "third-man'' 
reports, although even some within 
the Peres camp say they have 
beard of such a scenario for the par- 
ty- 

A number of sources yesterday 
told The Poet that several former 
ministers in the Rabin government 
are behind the moves and that one 
of them is ex- agriculture minister 
Aharon Uzan. Last night Uzan 
reportedly denied any part In the 
latest conspiracy. 

In the last Rabln-Peres show- 
down in 1977, Uzan had been a 
staunch Rabin supporter, but has 
since switched his allegiance to the 
Peres camp, with which he is still 
basically identified in the party. 


‘Outside pressures’ 
keep W. Bank quiet

Moshe Maoz, adviser to the 
military government, said yester- 
day that the West Bank has been 
relatively quiet for the past month 
as a result of orders from outside to 
the local Arab residents. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee, Prof. 
Maoz said that even before the car- 
bomb attacks on the Arab mayors, 
the deportation of Hebron area 
dignitaries had had a powerful 
deterrent effect on Arab ex- 
tremists. They had seen that the 
military government was ready to 
take.a hard line, he said. Then, the 
car-bomb attacks left the local pop- 
ulation nonplussed and bewildered, 
Maoz said. 

Tlie West Bank National 
Guidance- Council was now virtual- 
ly paralysed as a result of recent 
events, he said. Apart from 
scattered spontaneous reactions, 
the West Bank was quiet, and 
would-be rioters were inactive, for 
fear of a possible strong Israeli 
response. 

He said there were some West 
Bank figures who did not regret the 
military government’s hardline 
measures because it- freed them 
from the pressures of their own ex- 
tremists. 

Maoz warned that although the 
West Bonk had not been as quiet as 
it was now, for a long time, the 
government must not delude itself 


that the quiet would last. 

The responsible military and 
political bodies must maintain their 
vigilance, and be ready for “the 
worst" in the form of a resurgence 
of terror as long as the political 
problem of the West Bank’s future 
remained on the agenda, he said. 

Maoz said that the majority on 
the West Bank dismissed the 
autonomy concept and identified 
with the PLO. However, quite a few 
figures admitted privately that if 
ever a Jordanian option returned, 
they would prefer It to a PLO op- 
tion, he said. 

A military government official 
said that In April, various West 
Bank mayors had decided to inspire 
unrest, which involved breaking the 
law. At a meeting in Ramallah, 
attended by Mayor Karim Khalaf, 
the official said. It was decided to 
interfere with Israeli traffic in and 
near the town. 

Aluf Danny Matt, coordinator of 
operations in the areas for the 
Defence Ministry, attended the 
committee meeting but did not 
speak. 

Some committee members said 
they got the impression from those 
who briefed them — but not in so 
many words — that the military 
government bureaucracy held the 
strong-arm policy had been more 
effective than the previous “light 
touch" generally attributed to 
former defence minister Ezer Wein- 
man.

Court rejects appeal 
by Fatah accessory 

The supreme court yesterday re- 
jected an appeal by Yosef Nidam, 
38, who was convicted of smuggling 
arms, explosives and drugs from 
Lebanon into Israel for two Eatah 
terrorists, and sentenced to 10 
years in prison over a year ago. 

The c ourt sai d the gr avity of tala 
crime warranted neither overtur- 
ning the conviction nor reducing the 
sentence. 

Nidam 's original sentence was 
reduced because he cooperated 
with security authorities in foiling a 
PLO attempt to bomb Jerusalem's 
cinema district.

Bolivian insurgents 
sack U.S. consulate

SANTA CRUZ. Bolivia. — Armed 
right-wingers yesterday seized the 
main square of Bolivia's second 
largest city of Santa Crux and oc- 
cupied provincial government of- 
fices as a new convulsion gripped 
the country. 

Police said militants of the Boli- 
vian Falange Socialist Party (FSB) 
had shot and wounded the provin- 
cial governor, seized five local 
radio stations and sacked the U.S. 
consulate and the Bolivian 
American Cultural Centre. 

The Falangists and other ex- 
treme right-wingers are deman- 
ding expulsion of U.S. Ambassador 
'Marvin Weissman, whom they ac- 
cuse of meddling In the internal af- 
fairs of Boll via.. The country is due 
to hold general and presidential 
elections In 10 days. 

Official sources said 50 to 100 
peasants rifled files, broke fur- 
niture and carted off typewriters 
and other equipment at the con- 
sulate. 

No injuries were reported and no 
Americans were In the buildings at 
the time. 

An officer at Santa Crus police 
headquarters told reporters that 
police were unable to keep order In 
the city of 250,000 people. They had 
withdrawn to barracks and 
strengthened their guards in the 
wake of attacks on precinct stations 


by stone-throwing civilians. 

The governor. Walter Pereira, 
was shot 'in his offices on Tuesday 
night after returning from an 
attempt' to persuade local 
Falangists to give up a hunger 
strike to demand Weissman'a 
withdrawal. 

Two aides and a journalist were 
also wounded la the attack. 

Shots were heard yesterday as 
armed civilians blocked off the 
main square of Santa Cruz, which Is 
000 km southeast of La Pax, but 
there was no sign of any resistance 
to the rightists. 

The militants, who also took over 
the main provincial government of- 
fices in the city, have formed a 
"movement of national dignity" 
and used the captured radio 
stations to coll for a popular 
mobilization to force Weissman 's 
expulsion. 

Right-wing aind military resent- 
ment against the ambassador, a 
Strong proponent of civilian 
democratic government for 
Bolivia, was sparked by a U.S. 
newspaper report that he bad 
prevented a coup last month. 

Bolivia has a record of 188 
military coups In 154 years, but has 
been moving slowly, -with strong 
U.S. encouragement, towards con- 
stitutional government. (AP, 
Reuter) 


Germans cut back on political refugees 


BONN (Reuter). — The West Ger- 
man cabinet yesterday approved a 
crash programme aimed at halting 
the flood of people entering the 
country under Bonn's liberal 
political asylum laws, a govern- 
ment spokesman said. 

The measures, which the govern- 
ment wants parliament to approve 
by early next month, include a ban 
pn working for asylum-seekers dur- 
ing their first 12 months in West 
Germany and denying them family 
allowances until their status is of- 
ficially confirmed. 


All travellers from Turkey, 
Bangladesh and India will require 
visas under the plan. Spokesman 
Arm in Gruenewald said the moves 
were necessary because only 8 per 
cent of those requesting asylum 
here were found to be genuine 
cases. 

The rest, encouraged by legal 
guarantees of public housing and 
generous social benefits, were tak- 
ing advantage of West Germany's 
traditionally liberal hospitality to 
victims of oppression, he said.

Bani-Sadr’s newspaper says 
there’s a plot to topple him 


TEHERAN. — A local Teheran 
newspaper said yesterday that a 
leader of the hardline Islamic 
Republican Party was plotting to 
topple- Iranian President 
Abolhasaan Bani-Sadr. The report 
was yet another indication of the 
widening rift between the powerful 
clergy-dominated party and the 
Iranian leader. 

“Enghlab Eslaml,'' a newspaper 
founded by Bani-Sadr, said Haasan 
Ayat-had conversations about “ac- 
tivities against'* the president and 
‘Indicated that -he has decided to 
overthrow'' him. 

It published what it said was the 
text of a tape quoting Dr. Ayat as 
calling Bani-Sadr “a tool of 
America" who “will be ousted 
soon," and" as saying the 
president's opponents plan to bring 
Bani-Sadr down by blocking his in- 
itiatives and by creating disorder. 
It did not mention the use of force. 

The newspaper said the country’s 
revolutionary leader. Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini, hod heard of 
the plan and was “very annoyed.' 1 

Khomeini last week warned that 
Iran’s revolution was threatened by 
internal discord. Bani-Sadr and the 
IRP'Jiave clashed repeatedly in re- 
cent "months on a variety oTImum 
ranging from appointment of a 


prime minister to treatment of the 
52 American hostages. 

The latest flareup In the growing 
confrontation came as Boni-Sadr's 
minority supporters and the fun- 
damentalist majority in the Islamic 
parliament are locked in a struggle 
over the appointment of a prime 
minister. 

Meanwhile, Taqi Farahl, ap- 
pointed by Bani-Sadr as managing 
director of Iran's state radio and 
television (WHO, has submitted 
his resignation after little more 
than a month In the post, a 
presidential spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Press reports said Farahl was 
frustrated by the ex istenc e of rival 
power blocs within WTR. 

His resignation offer Is a new 
blow to the president's efforts to sw- 
ing the state broadcasting network 
behind government policy. 

Farahl’s move came the day 
after the commander of the coun- 
try’s Revolutionary Guards, Abu 
Sharif, also tendered his resigna- 
tion because pt what he called 
“ factionalism" within the corps.

Travda 5 lashes out at right-wing Turkish leaders 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper 
"Pravda" yesterday rebuked right- 
wing Turkish politicians for alleg- 
ing Moscow was involved in 
Turkey’s political violence. 

"Pravda's" Ankara correspon- 
dent wrote that such statements 
were “malicious, slanderous 
fabrications." The alms of the 
ultra-right were to complicate good 
neighbourly relations and business 
cooperation with Moscow and the 
Soviet bloc. 

The Kremlin daily quoted a depu- 


ty of the ruling Justice Party iden- 
tified as S. Ataman as declaring 
that "all terrorists are Communist 
agents of the Soviet Union."

Afghan leader reportedly 
tried to kill himself 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Afghan 
President Babr&k Karmal was 
restrained by his security guards in 
an unsuccessful attempt to kin 
himself last Friday, Radio 
Pakistan reported yesterday, ac- 
cording to Indian news agencies* - 

The broadcast monitored here 
quoted reports from Afghanistan as 
saying Karmal was a virtual, 
prisoner of his Russian advisers, 
and his personal staff, including 
cook and driver, are Russians. 

Several diplomatic sources here 
said they had not heard the report 
from their Kabul embassies. 

Meanwhile, Maj.-Gen. . Abdul 
Qader. a top figure in Afghanistan's 
pro-Moscow regime, was shot and 
wounded in. Kabul last Monday, a 
traveller from the Afghan capital 
reported yesterday. 

Qader, the former air force com- 
mander who played a leading role 
in the April 1B78 coup that 
overthrew Afghanistan's pre- 


Marxist government, was wounded 
and taken to a Kabul military 
hospital, said the traveller, quoting 
Moslem resistance fighters *" 

Kabul. ‘ 

m fighting this week, a Soviet ar- 
moured column, ambushed and 
blocked by Afghan rebels, 
successfully taught Its way out of 
the Sultani valley with the help of 
pro-government Afghans, an in- 
surgent group reported. 

' The column was trapped two 
days In the valley, located in Paktia 
province, about 59 kilometres west 
of the Pakistani border. 

Twenty-five insurgents were km 
ed in the sharp fighting which end- 
ed on Sunday, aald a rebel 
spokesfti&n, who quoted par- 
ticipants as saying they saw 50 
Soviet troopa. and pro-regime 
Afghans wounded or killed during 
the battle. 

The group acknowledged It was a 
defeat for the rebels. 


Top Seoul officials let off

SEOUL (UPI). — South Korea's 
military command yesterday' ac- 
cused jailed government party 
leader Kim Jong Pil and other 
former top officials of amassing 
more than fiOOm. illegally while In 
office, but let them go because they 
have “repented." 

The military announcement con- 
cluded an extensive investigation 
into the cases of politicians and 
government officials arrested In a 
massive political crackdown on 
May 17, the command said, 

“They will not be Indicted 
because they repented sincerely, 
decided to resign from*' all public 
posts and donate all of their assets 
and money to the government," the 
military command aald In a lengthy 


announcement. 

Independent opposition politician 
Kim Dae Jung and 15 other dis- 
sidents also were arrested in the 
May 17 crackdown, but on charges 
of instigating, recent violent anti- 
government protests In Seoul and 
the provincial capital of Kwangju. 

Rep. Kim Jong Pil, chairman of 
the Democratic Republican Party, 
was accused of hoarding 8 36m. 
while serving as premier and other 
top government offices from 1988 to 
the present, the command said. 

Kim's personal property included 
a 213m. dairy farm, a 210m . 
economic newspaper, a 26.7m. 
orange farm and 27.8m. in cash 
deposited in a secret bank coffer', 
the command said. 


Truck drivers and farmers 
jam Franro-Spanish border 


LA JUNQUERA, Spain (Reuter). 
— Spanish lorry drivers and French 
farmers caused lengthy traffic 
queues of holidaymakers and other 
vehicles at several eastern border 
crosalnga yesterday with a 
blockade that threatened to spread 
along the frontier. « 

Spanish lorry driver* are 
protesting against attacks on their 
vehicles by French farmers who in 
turn are angry about cheap 
agricultural Imports from Spain. 

The worst congestion, was at La 
Junquera on the Spanish side of the 
border, where a queue of care and 


lorries stretched eight kma. The 
scene was the same In France at 
towns like Perfhus and Port Bou, 
where French farms have used 
their own lorries to block roads 
which are the main routes lor 
French- and northern European 
vacationers heading far the Spanish 
.Mediterranean. 

Spanish officials said up to 1,000 
lorries were blocking the crossing 
at La Junquera. 

In Geneva, the International 
Road Transport Union said French 
road haulers also had joined the dis- 
pute on the side of their Spanish 
colleagues.

I WHEN the State Comp- 
troller's report was being prepared, 
I the authorities were about to sign a 
' contract with two foreign concerns, 
one (Sicco) headed by a Belgian 
, businessman and associated with a 
Swiss company in the field of 
prefabrication; the other (Maba) 
owned — though the State Comp- 
troller does not say so — by former 
Knesset Member Ya'acov Merldor, 
a veteran factotum of the prime 
minister's party, Herut. 'and 
associated with a French engineer- 
ing company in the same field call- 
ed Sigma. 

Technlon consultants found faults 
with both systems. The 
specifications did not In all cases 
comply with Israeli standards (for 
example, in the Sicco plan the walls 
were 5 cm. thick, though Israeli law 
requires a minimum of 8 cm.). 

Local companies protested that 
with a “small" additional invest- 
ment (ILSOOm., according to the 
State Comptroller) they would be 
able to * do the job themselves. No 
experimental construction was 
ordered to see how a dozen 
buildings would fare under Israeli 
conditions. 

Instead, the ministry asked the 
Knesset Finance Committee for a 
monumental commitment of 
ILll.Sb. to underwrite the erection 
of over 1,000 flats a year for five 
years by each of the companies. 

THE MINISTRY denies that the 
Technlon found the building work of 
the two companies below standard. 
It grants that not everything was 
■suitable initially to Israeli con- 
ditions. The seismic threat, for ex- 
ample, necessitated thicker walls 
than In France. But corrections 
were made.

IN THE SUPREME COURT 
SITTING AS HIGH COURT OF 
JUSTICE Before Justices Kahn, 
Ellon and' Barak. Israel Contrac- 
tors and Builders & Others. 
Petitioners, v. Minister of Housing 
& Others, Respondents 
(H.C.840/79) 

THE HIGH COURT of Justice dis- 
missed a petition tor an order nisi 
calling on the minister of housing to 
show cause why he should not 
refrain from »igni«g a contract 
with two foreign companies for the 
provision of prefabricated housing. 

The Housing Ministry negotiated 
with two foreign companies and 
reached an agreement with them in 
aceordance with which they would 
establish undertakings in Israel for 
the manufacture of prefabricated 
housing. In return the ministry 
would undertake to buy up to a cer- 
tain number ol housing units a year 
from them, at a reduced price, if 
they were unable to sell them on the 
open market. 

The petitioner, a local organlza- 
■ttoa-of building contractors —and 
j manufacturers- of prefabricate 
housing'' soughf to prevent;, tfie 
’ministry from signing a fihaf con- 
tract with the two foreign com- 
panies on the grounds that such 
contracts would vest the two com- 
panies with unfair advantages and 
adversely affect their own es- 
tablished businesses. When their 
objections fell on deaf ears they 
petitioned the High Court of Justice 
for an order restraining the 
qxinlster from signing the contracts 
with the two foreign companies. 

At the hearing on the petition, Dr. 
M. Cheshin appeared for the 
petitioners and Mrs. D. Blenish, 
deputy state attorney, appeared for 
the respondents. 


A MATTER OF TIME 


when Israel has a thriving building 
industry of Its own. 

Ze'ev Barkay, planning chief in 
the Housing Ministry, was assigned 
to tell The Jerusalem Post why the 
ministry had acted as it did. “We 
must start," he said, “with the 
situation at the beginning of last 
year. Housing budgets had been 
slashed in 1976 and 1977, with two 
results: 10,000 workers left the 
building industry to find jobs 
elsewhere : and the backlog in hous- 
ing created a pent-up demand. 

“We wanted to speed up construc- 
tion and we had the budget for it — 
but the building contractors were 
not interested. Their capacity, 
reduced by the slowdown, was folly 
stretched in coping with the private 
market. 

“The news that we were offering 
'contracts and that there were no 
takers spread like wildfire. The 
. State Comptroller himself observes 
that 14 foreign firms approached 
,-us. We vetted all applications. The 
imost interesting, it turned out, 

( were Sicco and Sigma. 

“Both projects were based on a 
combination between a 
'businessman and an engineering 
firm. The businessmen were ready 
to provide funds for the investment 
and working capital — we referred 
them to the Treasury. We in the 
ministry were concerned with the 
technical side. 

“The advantage, from our point 
of view, was' that building time un- 
der these prefabrication processes 
was shorter. It is true that, as the 
State Comptroller points out, 
building time in Israel is lengthen- 
ed by extraneous circumstances, 


important contract it Is In duty 
bound to publicize the terms of the 
proposed contract in advance in 
order to give everyone an equal op- 
portunity for bidding for it, then 
their argument was unfounded. 

If it were, accepted, it would be 
tantamount to Imposing a general 
duty to call for tenders on all public 
authorities, and there Is no basis in 
law for that. In short, he held, the 
rule is that the High Court will not 
fetter a public authority's freedom 
to contract, as long as there la no 
patent discrimination, or any 
allegation of turpitude, ar- 
bitrariness or bad faith. 


JUDGEMENT 

JUSTICE KAHN, who delivered the 
first opinion of the High Court, con- 
sidered the argument that the 
respondents should have called for 
tenders for the construction of 
prefabricated houses; or, alter- 
natively, that they had not com- 
plied with the procedure laid down 
in Internal regulations governing 
financial transactions conducted by 
ministries. 

In dismissing this argument, he 
held that there Is nothing in the law 
which requires the state to call for 
tenders for building houses; -nor 
would any provision in the ad- 
ministration's Internal regulations 
prevent the Housing Ministry from 
conducting direct negotiations with 
the two foreign companies concern- 
ed, particularly since the method 
of construction used by them is new 
and the Ministry is Interested In 
trying it out . 

Justice Kahn then went on to con- 
sider the argument that as the con- 
tracts with the two foreign com- 
panies could undermine the ex- 
istence of a whole branch of the 
economy and was likely to seriously 
prejudice the petitioners’ 
livelihoods, this ' justified the in- 
tervention of the High Court. 

The petitioners, he said, had not 
produced any evidence to show, 
even prime fade, that the potential 
harm to the local building Industry 
was so serious as to create a real 
danger to the building contractors' 
livelihoods — or that they would be 
even partially threatened. On the 
contrary, be held, it would appear 
that what they really feared was 
healthy competition. 

Nor, continued Justice Kahn, 
could he accept the contention that 
the High Court was entitled to In- 
tervene because the respondents, 
before signing any contracts with 
the two foreign companies, should 
first have offered the petitioners 
the - same conditions they had 
offered those companies. 

There was no precedent for the 
High Court's Interference with the 
state's right to contract with whom- 
soever it chose, as long as it did hot 
thereby create a monopoly or act 
unlawfully — an attitude adopted 
also in England andtheU-S. (see de 
Smith. Judlelal Review of Ad- 
ministrative Action, 3rd ed. p. 241, 
and Gonzalez v. Freeman, 384 Fad. 
670. 1964). 

As to* the argument that the 
petitioners had .not been given an 
equal opportunity to compete with 
the foreign companies, if they had 
meant to infer that the government 
should not discriminate unfairly 
against some of its citizens, then he 
would have no fault to find with It, 
held Justice . Kahn. But if they 
sought to imply that whenever a 
public authority intends m a kin g an 


THE PETITIONERS had not alleg- 
ed anything of the sort on the part of 
the respondents, continued Justice 
Kahn. And as to discrimination, he 
could not accept the petitioners' 
argument that they were being dis- 
criminated against because if they 
had been offered the same con- 
ditions and benefits as those offered 
to the foreign companies they could 
have produced the same housing. 

— -Firstlyr-he-went on to- explain, 
there, was no. question here of any. 

■ benefits ’BefangJ granted to the 
'foreign companies. The 
relationship between the ministry 
and these companies was intended 
to be an ordinary contractual one, 
with each part undertaking certain 
obligations vis-a-vis the other; and 
whether these mutual obligations 
were of equal worth from an 
economic viewpoint, or were 
weighted against the government, 
was a matter for the Knesset 
Finance Committee to decide: it 
did not come within the province of 
the courts. 

Secondly, he continued, the 
foreign companies concerned in- 
tended to manufacture the housing 
units by a method not yet employed 
In Israel, and nor had the 
petitioners ever claimed to be able 
to use the same method. They could 
not, therefore, argue that there was 
discrimination between equals. 

Turning to the petitioners' allega- 
tion that the method employed by 
the foreign companies was un- 
satisfactory, Justice Kahn pointed 
out that the respondents had 
reported to the Finance Committee 
that the method had been examined 
by a team of professionals, and it 
met with their satisfaction. 

If. he heldi there were any 
"differences of opinion among the 
experts on this score, this was 
something which the High Court 
could most certainly not undertake 
to settle. 

In conclusion. Justice Kahn noted 
that running Uke a thread through 
all the petitioners’ arguments was 
implied criticism of negotiating 
with foreign companies when there 
are plenty of local construction 
companies. 

This criticism, he said, grated on 
the ears. For nobody had yet 
suggested that the establishment of 
undertakings in Israel by foreign 
investors could be harmful to the 
country. This was particularly so in 
the present case, whefre the foreign 
companies concerned had no inten- 
tion of Importing ready-made hous- 
ing units, but intended establishing 
undertakings in Israel for manufac- 
turing the prefabricated units here. 

In short, he concluded, the 
petitioners' arguments could be 
reduced to an objection to having 
fresh competition brought In, and 
while this might be understandable 
from the point of view of their own 
private business interests, it did not 
justify the granting of an order nisi 
of a kind that could create uncer- 
tainty with respect to the- ad- 
ministration's powers to contract 
and thus cause irrepa'rable 
damage. 

JUSTICE BARAK 
JUSTICE BARAK concurred that 
the petition should be dismissed, 
but based his conclusion on a 
different line of reasoni n g from that 
of Justice Kahn. 

It is an established rule, he said, 
that the High Court will not grant a 
remedy to a petitioner unless he has 
legal s t an d i ng (that is, unless he 
has a legitimate Interest In the 
matter) and unless his -legitimate 
Interest has in any way been harm- 
ed through the unlawful exercise of 
the administration's discretion. 

“Unlawful” in this context, he 
continued, means exercise of dis- 
cretion in an arbitrary or dis- 
criminatory manner, or In bad 
faith, or unreasonably; ' 

Insofar as the criterion of 
“unreasonableness” is concerned, 
he went on to explain his attitude to

like waiting for licences, delays in 
the link-up with the water and the 
electricity, etc. — which would 
^affect any contractor, however ef- 
ficient. 

"But when all is said and done, it 
still takes 20 months for a local 
builder to put up a block of fiats, 
and (we are told) 10 months for the 
two foreign companies to do the 
same. 

“Do you know what this time- 
saving means? Israel needs 
roughly 40,000 apartments a year in 
all. If they take two years to build, 
we have 80,000 units in the pipeline; 
if one year, only half that number. 
Think of the saving in men 
capital. 

“Sicco and Sigma have to build 
faster because they are being paid 
32 per cent less on the assumption 
that their building time la shorter. 
If it isn't, their profit will be eroded, 
and they may even end up with a 
loss.” 

Barkay stressed that the con- 
tracts obligate the companies to use 
Israeli materials and Israeli 
labour. And there are other 
safeguards. 

SO MUCH for the ministry's ex- 
planations. Some points, however, 
still require elucidation. Are the 
prefabrication techniques of Sicco 


and Sigma basically different from 
what Israeli companies ,cah offer? 
No clear answer Is given on that. 

Other sources in the housing field 
are sceptical about Barkay’ s argu- 
ment “It is true that there was a 
shortage of applicants for work 
among the building contractors at 
the beginning of last year,” one 
company official conceded. “We 
were all hoping, among other 
things, for big bonanzas on the 
Negev military reconstruction 
programme. These expectations, 
as it Happens, didn't come off. 

“A year has passed since then. 
The government negotiates slowly. 
By the time the contracts with Sicco 
and Sigma were ready for 
signature at the beginning of 1980, 
the state of the market had Chang- 
ed. Building companies today are 
crying out for work.” 

Under the circumstances, the 
State Comptroller’s criticisms 
carry weight. Do the two chosen 
companies offer the most advanced 
technology available? Was it 
necessary to place such a big order 
with them for so long a period Into 
the future? To which could be add- 
ed a further question: is it wise to 
take foreign currency loans for in- 
vestment in a nondollar-earning 
branch? 


WE MOVED to the second subject, 
the prices paid for public housing. 
Says the State Comptroller: In- 
creases were made in the tariff of 
housing prices (paid by the 
ministry for building work it 
ordered), by adding percentage 
points for this and that — for plan- 
ning costs and future price inflation 
and speed of construction the 
size of the project and the distance 
of the location and other con- 
siderations. 

By such devices, prices were up- 
ped between October 1978 and Oc- 
tober 1979 by 211 per cent — though 
the index of building costs had risen 
by a mere 92.6 per cent. 

That fact must be a shocking 
revelation to many young home- 
seekers who cannot afford the in- 
flated prices prevailing. But the 
figures are misleading, Barkay 
retorts. The State Comptroller has 
chosen an arbitrary base-line for 
his comparison of prices and Index. 

It is true that prices rose faster 
than costs in 1978-79. However, the 
reverse had been taking place dur- 
ing the three preceding years. The 
Statistical Abstract shows that 
between 1979 and 1978 the building- 
cost index rose by 178 per cent, 
while the average price of 
dwellings went up by only 117 per 
cent. 

“There was a backlog to make 
up," Barkay recalls, "and the State 
Comptroller does not take that into 
consideration. Builders were losing 
money. They did not intend to go on 
running deficits. In 1978, the hous- 
ing market was beginning' to look 
up, prices were recovering. We 


could not sit In our ivory tower and 
Ignore these trends.” 

The State Comptroller 
acknowledges that new 
specifications put up costs: solar' 
heaters, paved entrances under the 
pillars, fire precautions. 

BUT WHAT ABOUT the price of 
land? "That has no place in the 
building costs' index. Yet in 1978,” 
Barkay continued, “land accounted 
for IL20,000 a room, today the 
figure 1s ILSO.OOO-IOO.OOO. That 
affects the end-price of your' apart- 
ment just as building costs do. 

“The government cannot Ignore 
the situation of the land market 
when fixing the price of its own 
plots. We used to do that, we charg- 
ed practically nothing for state land 
— until we learned better. All we 
had done was foster speculation. 
People who get something for- 
nothlng sell it the next day at a’ 
profit. * 

"That does not mean you cannot 
subsidize public housing. You can- 
make it cheaper than the market' 
price by whatever percentage you- 
decide. But you cannot just leave 
one major cost factor out of the 
reckoning and then hope for the - 
best. 

“Anyway, since last December 
our price tariff for flats has gone' 
down again, by 10 per cent, 
although the building costs index 
continues to climb. 

“We can drive a harder bargain ' 
now that the shortage of flats is be- 
ing overcome. They no longer have 
the same scarcity value; and the 
entry of Sicco and Sigma into the 
field, even though they haven't 
started building yet, has con- 
tributed Its share to easing the 
pressures, believe me.” 

Their lower tariff — the 12 per 
cent economy mentioned — comes 
after that 10 per cent has been 
deducted, Barkay affirms.

it in detail. Only recently, he noted, 
had Justice Landau held that the 
application of sanctions against un- 
wise or ineffective decisions of the 
administration belonged in the 
sphere of the Knesset and not in 
that of the courts. 

However, while he agreed that 
the wisdom and efficiency .of., 
government administration was 
largely a. mattor- for parliamentary - 
responsibility and ..not for judicial 
review, he did not think that the 
same principle applied to the 
reasonableness or otherwise, of the- 
administration’s acts. For he could 
see no reason for distinguishing 
between unreasonableness in the ' 
exercise of some specific statutory 
power and unreasonableness in the 
exercise of general administrative 
powers. 

And as the High Court would- in- 
tervene if some statutory power 
were wielded unreasonably, there 
was no reason why it should not 
review unreasonable exercise of 
administrative power. 

In short, be believed that any in- 
valid exercise of discretion entitled 
a petitioner to a remedy if it harm- 
ed his legitimate interests. 

IN THE CASE under consideration. 
Justice Barak continued, the 
petitioners' legitimate interests 
had in fact been affected. But they 
would only be entitled to a remedy 
if they could show that the ad- 
ministration’s decision not to make 
any contracts with them (and to 
make them with two foreign com- 
panies instead) was not a valid one 
from the point of view of the sub- 
stantive and procedural rules 
applicable to the exercise of ad- 
ministrative discretion. _ 

They bad not succeediHln doing 
so, he held, after a thorough discus- 
sion of the question, during which 
he explained that the administra- 
tion is in duty bound, as a trustee 
for the public and its interests, to 
act reasonably, equitably, honestly 
and in good faith — in short, fairly 
— in ail matters of their concern. 

Even if, therefore, no one may 
have a vested right to do business 
with the government, that does not 
mean that the administration 
should not behave fairly when mak- 
ing contracts. In other words, a 
public servant may not dis- 
criminate between potential c on- 
tract ees. and must give everyone 
an equal opportunity. . Only thus 
would he be able, reasonably, to 
select the best offer, while at the 
same time giving the public the 
feeling that transactions are being 
conducted fairly, without dis- 
crimination and arbitrariness. 

This rule, he. continued, is based 
on common sense and a sense of 
justice and fairness. 

But at the same time it is not im- 
mutable, its application depending 
on the circumstances. It may 
happen, for example, that a project 
which is the object of a contract is 
so special that it would not be feasi- 
ble or desirable to give an equal op- 
portunity to potential contract® ea, 
and the administration would .do 
well to select in advance its partner 
to the contract without c alling tor 
tenders or negotiating with other 
parties. 

In other words, just as the rule 
with respect to fairness of ad- 
ministration is based on common 
sense and a sense of justness fnd 
fairness, so are the limits to the 
application of this rule governed by 
common sense and a sense of 
natural justice and fairness. 

Turning to the case under con- 
sideration. Justice Barak painted 
out that no one had alleged flut* the 
respondents bad acted from ul- 
terior motives. Nor, as Justice 
Kahn had found, had there been any 
discrimination against them. 

It would appear, he conthraed, 
that the basic consideration 


motivating the respondents was the 
desire to increase competition in 
order to reduce the cost of building 
in the future, to speed ^construc- 
tion and to improve quality. 

This was a perfectly reasonable 
aim, and the very fact that its 
realization appeared to be depen- 
dent on the Introduction of new 
elements precluded contracting 
with- existing • elements which 
had not proved overly successful in 
the past. 

For this reason, concluded 
Justice Barak, the petition should 
be dismissed. 

JUSTICE EJOLON 
JUSTICE EILON concurred that 
the petition should be dismissed for 


the same reasons given by Justice 

TTuhw 

He then went on to discuss the 
“reasonableness" criterion in- 
troduced by Justice Barak. An Im- 
portant rule had been developed in 
High Court judgments, he pointed 
out. to the effect that a public 
authority, even when acting within 
the province of private law, must 
observe basic public- 
administrative law. In other words, 
the High Court has laid down that 
public authority must not dis- 
criminate unjustly, must not act 
dishonestly, arbitrarily or In bad 
faith, and must not be swayed by 
extraneous considerations. 

In short, as a trustee for the 
public, the administration must 
avoid any suspicion of abuse of 
power. 

On the other hand, he continued, 
the High Court has also formulated 
the rule that it will not Intervene 
when the ability and efficiency of 
the administration is challenged, 
since it does not possess the 
necessary means for assessing this 
:(sedi H.C. 311/60, 3 PJX 25/1989)., 
TBs 'would’ be a matter' for the' 
Knesset — and, in therfinal 
analysis, for the public — which 
could use the services of the State 
Comptroller for this purpose. 

As to the criterion of 
"reasonableness” of those actions 
of the administration performed in 
the field of private law, which

Justice Barak had advocated, in- 
cluding among those basic rules 
which justify intervention by the 
High Court, he could not agree that 
the High Court’s powers of review 
should be so broadened. For if this 
criterion were included, and if 
Justice Barak's suggestion that. In 
general, the administration Is in 
duty bound to announce in advance 
the conditions under which it 1s 
prepared to contract in order to 
give an equal opportunity to all 
potential candidates, this would 
gravely prejudice the ad- 
ministration’s right and ability to 
plan the economy and trade of the 
country in accordance with the ad- 
vice of its experts. 

The High Court's intervention — 
where there has been no express 
complaint of discrimination or ar- 
bitrariness — in order merely to set 
at ease the minds of the public and 
give them the feeling that matters 
are being handled fairly, would, he 
held, be almost Impossible. 

Not only does the High Court not 
possess tiie Instruments for this 
0 purpose, but the flood of litigation 
-which -acceptance of this principle 
wmxld encourage could seriously 
Impede the dynamic progress of the 
economy by causing Interminable 
delays and might frighten off 
serious investors, who would 
hesitate to make any contracts with 
the administration which could 
later be hampered and delayed by 
anyone with any kind of grievance.

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Haifa’s embattled ‘Garden Centre’ project 

Urban wonder or white elephant?

HAIFA. — Urbanologlsts and en-' 
viromnental experts have had se- 
cond thoughts about city plans 
to build a grandiose, modern shop 
ping centre at one of downtown's 
busiest intersections: Rehov Yaffo 
and Sderot Ben-Gurion. ' 

The 46,000 sqjn. "Garden Cen- 
tre” complex Is to contain shops, 
banks, health clubs, social centre, 
supermarket, four-star hotel, 
cinema and a large piazza for 
strollers, with playgrounds for 
children. All this a few minutes ride 
from the port, the railway and cen- 
tral bus station and well-served by 
public transportation. 

The project was enthusiastically 
approved by the local town plan- 
ning committee three months ago 
and praised as “revolutionary” and 
an "urban wonder." It will literally 
turn Haifa upside down, municipal 
officials beamed. “It will bring new 
breath into lifeless neighbourhoods 
In the downtown area, and take peo- 
ple but of the crowded Mount 
Carmel neighbourhoods," he add- 
ed. 

However, urbanologlats outside 
the municipality do not agree. They 
claim that "Garden Centre" — 


which despite its name will have 
very little greenery — Is bound to 
become just another white 
elephant, a monument in concrete 
to the city's disregard for the en- 
vironment and the well-being of its . 
-people. 

They also fear that the project 
will he the end of the adjoining Ger- 
man Colony, Haifa's oldest 
neighbourhood, and one of the pret- 
tiest in the country. In fact, several 
houses in the colony — some a 
century-old and historic land- ► 
marks, will have to be tom down to 
make room for the new shops and 
parking lots. 

"First of all it Is the wrong place 
for such a venture. Haifa is expan- 
ding towards the east, not the west. 
Anything built along this axis will 
be useless because the public won't 
come,” a local urb&nologlst told 
The Jerusalem Poet 

"We have nowhere else to build," 
counters new city engineer Dov 
Eisenberg. There are simply no 
plots available. Almost 90 per cent 
of the land here is in private hands, 
and none of the owners are willing 
to talk reasonable business with us, 
he added. 

Besides, he said, downtown Haifa 
was originally the region's biggest 


Simulator saves El Al $120,000 a year

TEL AVIV. — El A1 is saving $120,- 
000 a year by testing its Boeing 707 
pilots on a simulator in the U.S. for 
the necessary twice a year licence, 
press officer Ami Ettlnger said this 
week.

Ettlnger said that the test flight 
in a real 707, conducted until this 
February with two pilots and one 
flight engineer, cost El AI $6,760 a 
flight. 

The test by simulator, including 
the flight and stay in the U.S., cost . 
$4,800 per pilot. El Al has 00 Boeing 


707 aircrews, he said. 

El Al yesterday announced a 14.1 
per cent Increase in cargo carried 
during the past two months over the 
same period last year. 

Acting spokesman Arnold Sher- 
man, who reported this, said that 
while international aviation la suf- 
fering a crisis on the transatlantic 
route, El Al has chalked up a 10 to 
20 per cent increase in passengers 
to Europe and South Africa, com- 
pared to last year. 

All Israeli -workers in El Al of- 
fices abroad have been instructed 
to help sales during their free time, 
it was learned. 


Price explosion on world sugar market? 


LONDON (Reuter) . — A worsening 
world shortage of sugar la threaten- 
ing to cause a sugar price explosion 
similar to that in 1974. which fuelled 
Inflation and disrupted supplies, 
commodity traders* and market 
analysts say. 

Such a steep increase in the price 
of sugar, which is widely used in the 
food and drink Industries, will in- 
evitably raise the cost of many 
other products. 

The one factor which may hold 
down a leap in the sugar price la 
consumer resistance — in other 
words, a deliberate decision to use 


less sugar as the price rises, the 
analysts say. 

Already this year, the price of 
sugar has doubled on world 
markets. It now trades at about 38 
cents a pound (0.4 kg) , compared to' 
20 cents a pound at the beginning of 
this year and lows of below 10 cents 
a pound last year. The record price 
set in 1974 was around 69 cents a 
pound. 

A chief reason for the sugar shor- 
tage- is a bad harvest this year in 
some key cane and beet producing 
countries, such as Cuba, the Soviet 
Union,. Peru, South Africa, 


-business centre and there's no 
reason why It shouldn't continue to 
he so now.

"Garden Centre” can do ju^t that 
The few houses we will loose In the 
process are a small price to pay for 
all the benefits we'll get” he said. 

Despite all the praise there seems 
to be little hope that the project win 
ever get off the ground. Several city 
councillors, hacked by the Council 
for a Beautiful Land and by en- 
vironmental experts, have pledged 
to stop it — and they are apparently 
succeeding. In fact the project did 


Iran polls back 

its gold from Europe . 

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran has 
withdrawn the bulk of its gold 
stocks held in Westrn Europe, In- 
formed sources said here this week. 

The withdrawal appeared to be 
part of an effort by Iran to protect 
itself from any possible measure 
against It on the principle that the 
safest place for the gold was at 
home, according to economic 
analysts. 

The sources said that during the 
early months of this year some 14 
tons of gold held in Europe by 
Iran's central bank was Imported 
into this country. The bulk came 
from Britain, although holdings in 
Switzerland, France and possibly 
West Germany were also pulled 
out, the sources said.

ZURICH (UPI). — Leading Swiss 
banks bowed to government 
pressure this week and agreed to 
postpone, a planned increase in 
mortgage rates so as to help the 
fight against inflation. 

Commercial hanks caused howls 
of protest last week by announcing 
that the basic mortgage rate would 
go up from 4.3 to 9 per cent on Oc- 
tober 1.

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Dubious tents of Jacob 

THE TAN GLED knot perversely tied by all concerned round the 
Ohel Moreh protest settlement of 38 Jerusalem families over the 
past ten days Is hard to disentangle, and the exact Issues dif- 
ficult to judge. It Is characteristic that the bone of contention all 
day yesterday was the meaning of a Gamp David-like com- 
promise reached but a day earlier. 

The Israel-style descamicados who organized the affair (and 
still refuse to leave) are not, it should be said, really shirtless, 
nor even homeless — although it was for the right to decent ! 
homes of their own that they went out to demonstrate. Some of 
them no doubt live in what in this country would be considered 
inhumanly crowded conditions. Some others expect to be 
evicted soon from their present low rent, subsidized flats unless 
they purchase them, which they could not afford. 

Still others may simply have hitched a ride on the protest 
wagon In the hope, legitimate in itself, of improving their lot. 

The squatters surely have no idea of what wretched hovels 
pass for habitation in many parts of the world. If they believe, 
as their leaders suggested at one point, that they would be better 
off converting and immigrating to a foreign country, they have 
a surprise in store. 

What the squatters did in occupying land belonging to the 
Lands Administration plainly had no warrant of law. Their in- 
tention to build their homes upon that land did not make the es- 
capade legal. Properly speaking, too, as Housing Minister Levy 
remarked, squatters could not be allowed to twist the 
government's arm to yield them benefits that are not coming to 
them. 

There, though, Is the rub. For in the eyes of the squatters — 
and in the eyes of thousands of sympathizers all over the coun- 
try — a decent home is precisely what Likud leaders have time 
and again promised them. Indeed it was that promise, more 
than anything else, that prompted them to lend their ballots to 
Men ahem Begin in May 1977. 

In return, so they feel, they have received nothing but self- 
righteous pap, first from Mr. Patt and then from his successor, 
Mr. Levy, whose constituents they are supposed to be. 

Dazzling pledges of aid towards new housing have been dangl- 
ed before their weary eyes — new housing that was way beyond 
their modest means. Steadily larger mortgages have been 
offered to them at ever harsher terms for too few flats that were 
becoming dizzyingly more and and more expensive. 

To be sure, there are good reasons for the failure of Mr. 
Begin's noble vision of a fine home for every family in Israel. 
Mr. Hurvitz, the finance minister, is wont to sum them all up in 
one pithy phrase 1 !: "There’s no money." 

That, alas, is all too true. But the Jerusalem squatters rc ailed 
that money which was unavailable for their own humble hous- 
ing needs in the capital, mysteriously showed up in the caravans 
of the Gush Emunim settlers in Judea and Samaria. They 
therefore decided that the methods used with such signal 
success at Eilon Moreh, should do just as well at the deliberate- 
ly mimicky Qhel Moreh. 

It could be argued that two wrongs do not make a right — but 
not where one wrong is regularly recognized, sooner or later, as 
right. 
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THE NUMBER of Jews per- 
manently residing in the Federal 
Republic of Germany and In West 
Berlin last year slightly rose from 
27,295 on January 1. 1979 to 27,768 
persons on January 1, 1980. The 
modest Increase is mainly due to 
the immigration of Jews from East 
bloc countries. 

These statistics were presented 
in Frankfurt by a welfare institute 
of the Central Organization of Jews 
in Western Germany ("Zen- 
tralrat"). It lists the main concen- 
trations of Jewish population as 
follows: West Berlin 8,140, 
Frankfurt 4.931. Munich 3,B20, 
Hamburg 1.370 and Cologne 1,248. 
The average age of the Jewish pop- 
ulation in Western Germany is 44.8 
years. 

According to East German of- 
ficial statistics, 900 Jews live In the 
Communist part of that divided 
country, 400 of them In East Berlin. 
No other data are available on the 
age structure of East German 
Jews, but most of them are believed 
to be old people. 

WHAT IS the favourite Israeli 
recipe of film star Elizabeth 
Taylor.

Elizabeth Taylor’s contribution, 
for example, is •‘courgette relish, " 
while the choice of Yehudi Menuhin 
Is "oasis appetizer," made from 
avocados. For U.S. Vice-President 
Walter Mondale, whose entry is 
jointly in his name and that of his 
wife Joan, the recipe is for 
“courgette and rice pie." Baron 
Guy de Rothschild contributes 
"pisto." which is made from 
courgettes, green peppers, 
tomatoes, Spanish onion, chili 
peppers and spices. The Israeli 
premier and his wife suggest citrus 
and almond salad, while the first 
lady of America, Rosalynn Carter, 
suggests a strawberry cake. 

WE DIDN'T plan it that way, but 
one of the winners of a free 
weekend in a Dan Hotel recently 
awarded for renewing a subscrip- 
tion to The Jerusalem Pa.it has 
been a loyal reader for 47 years. 
S.W. Scellg of Haifa, who won the 
weekend, has written to us. not only 
to thank The Post but to say he 
witnessed the bombing of The 
Palestine Post building In 1948. Liv- 
ing three doors down from our old 
building in Rehov Hasolel mow 
Hahavatzeleti, he heard a violent 
explosion that shook his house and 
broke all the glass inside and out.

THE FREE WORLD may be facing 
the greatest danger to Its existence 
since World War IL This danger 
arises from three Interrelated fac- 
tors: the energy crisis, the location 
of much of the Free Wdrld's oil 
reserves in the Middle East, and 
the proximity of these reserves to 
the Soviet Union. 

* Assuring continued supply of oil 
vital for the functioning of Western 
economies and the structure of 
Western society has become 
problematical. An interruption of 
the oil supply or a further escala- 
tion in the price of oil could well en- 
danger the community of 
democratic nations. Facing this 
threat requires viewing the danger 
realistically. Clinging to cherished 
illusions may allay anxieties but 
can only compound present dif- 
ficulties. 

It Is high time to examine four il- 
lusions that serve to screen the true 
extent of the danger. 

1. THE FULL dimensions of the 
energy crisis: This crisis Is not the 
result of a conspiracy between the 
oil companies, nor can it be easily 
overcome by removal of govern- 
ment regulations or the Imposition 
of additional ones. At present rates 
of consumption, world oil reserves 
will be exhausted In 20 to 40 years. 

Although technologies to exploit 
alternate sources of energy, such as 
coal and uranium, are available, 
restructuring industry and 
transportation systems to free 
them from dependence on ■ oil will 
require at least 20 years. Other 
technologies, such as the use of 
solar radiation and fusion reactors, 
still require many years of 
research and development before 
their Impact will be felt. 

Although conservation measures 
should produce some results, world 
demand for oil will continue to be 
essentially Inelastic for many 
years. Under these circumstances, 
the usual laws of supply and de- 
mand — establishing an 
equilibrium point of quantity to be 
produced and price to be paid — do 
not apply. There is no equilibrating 


MANY WARS AGO — It was a few 
months after the Sinai Campaign of 
1958 — I delivered a speech In San 
Diego about Israeli policy. At ques- 
tion time, a sweet, white-haired 
woman, obviously not Jewish, who 
had been knitting sedately in the 
front row throughout my address, 
looked up and asked me, "Do you 
not intend to fulfil God's promise 
that the seed of Abraham would 
take over the land from the river of 
Egypt to the great river, the river 
Euphrates?” 

1 had to admit that the possibility 
of doing so had not occurred to me, 
and X added that the area in ques- 
tion was already inhabited by many 
millions of people. 

"Oh, them!” she said gently. 
"They're only Arabs. You must 
make them disappear." 

Well, what should we do with the 
West Bankers? Land and people 
appear to be indissolubly mixed. 
Sometimes, one gets the impression 
that terms like ‘‘territories," 
"Judea" and "Samaria," are used 
as If these regions are as empty and 
uninhabited as desert islands. 

But it would require Lord 
Nelson's blind eye not to see the 
signals pouring in from around the 
world.' as well as from the 
territories themselves. The argu- 
ment is about what we plan for the 
people, as well as what we Intend to 
do with the areas on which they 
dwell and farm. 

My sweet old fundamentalist in 
San Diego had a clear-cut policy, 
that of Joshua, when he settled the 
Promised Land, "with great 
slaughter," and by putting man, 
woman and child to the sword. 
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"It is not unlikely that the behaviour of Middle East rulers, 
as well as the present disarray of the Western alliance, 
result from the realization that the U.S. may not possess 
the forces required to handle future challenges in this part 
of the world, 1 writes MOSHE ARENS, MK. 


force to give stability to the oil 
market at present. 

Until such' time as the desert 
sheikhs, military dictators and 
ayatollahs who arbitrarily set the 
price of oil realize that there is a 
limit beyond which the West will 
not allow itself to be pushed. 
Western wealth will continue to 
haemorrhage into the desert sands 
of the Middle East, and Western 
economies may be pushed over the 
brink of disaster. 

2. THE STABILITY of the oil 
producing countries of the Middle 


East: Even after the shah’s fall, the 
inherent Instability of all Middle 
East regimes, except Israel, is 
generally disregarded. They have 
three common characteristics: 
totalitarian rule, corrupt govern- 
ment and vast economic in- 
equalities. These conditions are a 
prescription for unstable govern- 
ment. 

The past two years have brought 
violent overthrow of governments 
In Iran, Iraq, North Yemen and 
South Yemen. Syria is in a state of 
great unrest. In the oil-producing 


countries — Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, the 
Emirates, Saudi Arabia and Libya 
— the question is not whether pre- 
sent rulers will be toppled but 
rather when this will occur. Radical 
revolutionaries, religious fanatics, 
rival princes and ambitious 
colonels are lurking in the wings 
preparing tor their day. Their 
moves might lead to interruption of 
the West's oil supply.

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Deapite the bomb attacks on the 
West Bank mayors and the 
revolting comment on them by 
Rabbi Haim Druckman MK, I am 
sure - that no ^rational Jew con- 
templates massacres as a solution. 

I am certain that no one in this 
country would ever advocate for a 
moment that we should imitate 
Joshua. For that matter, I am con- 
vinced that no sane Israeli believes 
that we can force the Arabs living 
in Judea and Samaria to embark on 
a mass exodus into neighbouring 
Arab states. In 1948, hundreds of 
-thousands of Arabs left Israel 
voluntarily — they were not com- 
pelled to do so — but it is hard to im- 
agine that the same thing will 
happen In the territories. 

Even Rabbi Meir Kah a ne and his 
"Kach" organisation appreciate 
that the Arabs cannot be driven out. 
They propose to “persuade" the 
Arabs to leave because they are 
paid large sums of money. 

IT SEEMS TO ME axiomatic, 
whenever we discuss the pros and 
cons, and the rights and wrongs, of 
holding on to the territories, that we 
must also discuss what we propose 


to do with the people who Eve on 
that land. It Is a package deaL If we 
do not exterminate the Arabs or 
drive them out by force, what are 
we going to do about them.?.. . _ 

One proposal, favoured by Moahe 
Dayan, was that they should 
become citizens of Jordan, voting in 
Jordan, but living as foreigners in 
Israel. This would put them in a 
position analogous to that of the 
blacks of the Transvaal, living and 
working there for generations, but 
theoretically citizens of some dis- 
tant black homeland. It is an in- 
genious Idea, but one that Is hardly 
likely to be accepted by the Arabs 
or the Western World. 

Israel’s Declaration of 
Independence states, among other 
things, that the State of Israel "will 
foster the development of the coun- 
try for the benefit of all ita in- 
habitants... it will ensure complete 
equality of social and political 
rights to all its inhabitants irrespec- 
tive of religion, race or sex; it will 
guarantee freedom of religion, con- 
science, language, education and 
culture...” 

If Judea and Samaria, for 
historical, security, metaphysical 


or religious reasons, are to be 
regarded as part of the Land of 
Israel, are the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence to be 
applied Jhere? Or are these Just 
pious words? Somebody mS$ Kavfe 
hinted recently that there 4 re moire 
important things than the. con- 
stitution... 

One possible answer is to pluck 
the nettle, to annex the territories 
and to make all the Inhabitants 
willy-nilly citizens of Israel. This 
concept, curiously, is very close to 
that of the FLO'S nominal aim of es- 
tablishing a multi-national secular 
state in what w;as pre-1948 
Palestine, although the PLO, of 
course, adds a sinister rider — the 
destruction of Zionism. • 

The Idea poses obviouTpolitical 
and demographic dangers. I doubt 
whether the Arabs would vote for 
Likud, or even for the Labour Align- 
ment. If they and Israel's “own" 
600,000 Arabs voted solidly for Che 
Communist Party, the "red 
menace" might be brought far 
closer to us than it would be by the 
creation of a Palestinian state on 
the West Bank. • -
